livestock Industry is quiet at the 
. present timo iluu to a fulling off In 
prices. As u result of the tiluiui) in 
values of markeet stock there has 
heeu a decrease in the demand for 
pore-hred ihres. 

With values of registered stock 
down as Is the rase now, it Is a pooci 
' time to select a bull, or rani or boar 
to head the herd. Good registered 
males can be bought for little above 
the price of market stock. This Is not 
likely to be true as spring and a new 
breedUiK season appRMudieo. 

More cattle or more hogs may not 
be needed or n\a.v nut be proflttable, 
but It Is certian better ones will pa.v 
better. Too many of the cattle and 
hogs on our farms do not make good 
use of their feed. Just here is the dif- 
ference betwen the well bred and the 
poor bred animal. The scrub takes 
too long a time and too much feed to 
get into market condition; while the 
well bred anlnials turns all his feed 
Into flesh in tlie shortest posible time. 
This is well illustrated by tlie two 
pigs, one a scrub and other by a rep- 
istered boar which were weaned ct 
the samhe age ot eight weeks. They 
were kept from that time until six 
months of age in thb same pen. They 
ate the same kind of feed out of the 
ocn common trouRh and drank from 
the same Iju.'ket. .\t the end of tin; 
time, the scrub welshed 95 jiound^', 
while the other weighed -'00 pounds. 
The condition and the quality of the 
last made it worth more per pound 
.than Its pen mate.

IRISH WORRY OVER THE 
EXPENSyP DAMAGES 

Beprlsali By Black aid Tans Amount 
te S l<MNMytM For Which laxpey. 
on Am Mali 



Dublin, .Nov. h. - Taxjiayers in Ire 
land are agitated over tiiu (jueslion 
who is^o paw for the damagea result- 
ing from reprlsala committed by the 
"Black and Tana," or seml-milltar> 
force, employed bythe goTemment to 
suppress Sinn Fein disorders. 

The total aauNUit of damages re- 
sulting from Sinn Fein disorders, and 
reiirisuls by Orangemen and govern- 
oieut ageus iu Ireland, is estimated to 
be nearly £ 10,000,000. Already awards 
amounting to £5,000,000 for damages 
inflicted b ythe Stain Felnera have 
been assessed against the taxpayers. 

The law prescribes that the taxpay- 
er shall pay for all willful damage to 
property or life maliciously couflicted. 
The County Judges, who pass upon 
claims arising from damagea in Black 
and Tan reprisal have granted 
awarda to the nlalmante and attempt- 
ed to makB tham the charge against 
the local authorities. They have, how- 
ever, indicated in their judgments 
meots that they believe the govern- 
ment should make good the losses 
caused by its own serranta. 

The principal taivajrers In Ireland 
are for die moat part Vnioiiiita who 
are tha largeai vr^mtr holders and 
woaU be hardeat hit if the taxpayers 
wore eampelled to pay these damage 
olabna. While they are anxious to help 
the government put down disorder, 
many diaapprore of the Black and Tan 
reprisals and are unwilling to ptf for 
the eonaaaneafiaa ot them.
